In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Farm and House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Jailer, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chap- 
Jain and Auditors for the year ending December 31, 
1912. 


County FARM, 


The County Farm and House of Correction at North 
Boscawen remains in charge of Mr. and Mrs. Fred G. 
Evans as Superintendent and Matron with the same 
satisfactory prevailing conditions as at our last re- 
‘port. 

The number of people cared for during the year has 
been somewhat larger than usual. All necessary re- 
pairs and many permanent improvements have been 
made the past year. It has been necessary to enlarge 
the stock barn in order to care for the increased num- 
ber of stock now being kept at the farm. 

The new House of Correction which was completed 
and occupied the first of the year, fills a long felt want. 

It is now possible to keep the worthy poor and those 
under sentence from the Courts entirely apart, which 
we belive should be done.

The county tax has been gradually reduced 
from $94,400 in 1906, to 79,000 in 1912, and in place 
Gtmaetiet debt of over $80,000 the county has a net 
cash surplus over all indebtedness of $22,990.97. 
During this period the valuation of the property owned 
by the county has been increased over $70,000.

In closing my fourth annual report of superintendent 
of Merrimack County Farm, I wish to thank the board 
of Commissioners for the courteous treatment which [I 
have received from them at all times, and for their 
counsel in the conduct of the institution. — 

A large amount of repairs have been done during 
the past year, one important item being the enlarged 
accommodation in the cow barn, enabling us to tie up 
ten head more than before, also a large room for young 
stock. 

The neat stock is showing a marked improvement each 
year and we are endeavoring to raise all of the heifers 
needed to replenish our stock of cows. 

The crops during the past season have been very good 
and the land is each year increasing in fertility, but the 
area suitable for cultivation being limited, we last sum- 
mer decided to break up and prepare for planting, some 
ten acres of the pasture on top of the hill, about one- 
half mile west of the buildings. In doing this we have 
removed from the land upwards of one thousand tons 
of stone, much of which was in the shape of boulders, 
which it was necessary to blast. The work was done by 
prisoners under the direction of the officers and when 
finished, will add much to the value of the farm, with 
very little outlay of money. 
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The number of prisoners in the House of Correction 
feewbeen for the past year larger than ever before; at 
one time numbering seventy-one, many of them being 
disabled by sickness or injuries to such a degree as to 
render them unable to earn their board here, or else- 
where. This large increase in the number of prisoners 
has shown the wisdom in providing the new House of 
Correction building which was first occupied on April 
7th. 

The number of inmates is also increasing each year, 
more especially during the winter months, many being 
brought here when they are ill or disabled, who are 
given the best care possible, and for all our people we 
endeavor to make the place as near like a home as pos- 
sible, with as few restrictions, and as little discipline, as 
consistant with the proper conduct of the institution. 

Peete toetender thanks to the W..C.-T..U. and other 
charitable organizations and individuals who have so 
kindly contributed confectionery, fruit and many pres- 
ents at Christmas for the inmates and also furnished 
entertainment in the chapel. 

Womthe physician, Dr. E. T. Drake and the chaplain,. 
the Rev. L. W. Phillips and the officers of the institu- 
tion, I tender sincere thanks for their faithfulness and 
efficiency.

At the October Term, the grand jury returned twenty 
indictments aganist twenty-one respondents, as follows:

During the year I have filed one information for vio- 
lation of liquor laws, to which the respondent pleaded 
guilty.

Three prosecutions took place against respondents 
for adulteration of milk, in each case the respondent 
was found guilty and sentenced accordingly.

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During the year, two respondents were committed to 
the state prison; six respondents were committed to 
jail; four respondents were committed to the house of 
correction; one respondent was committed to the state 
hospital, for observation; one respondent was commit- 
ted to the custody of a probation officer appointed by 
the court. . 

Five respondents were tried by the jury, who re- 
turned a verdict of guilty in three cases and not guilty 
in two. | 

Many cases where the respondents have been charged 
with misdemeanors have been tried in police courts 
throughout the county. 

This office assisted in procuring evidence against Roy 
L. Locke of Concord, charged with violation of the 
“White Slave” law, who was subsequently convicted 
at Jacksonville, Fla. 

Albert E. Witham, indicted for assault with intent 
to kill in 1904, was convicted by the jury and sentenced 
to a term of not less than twelve years or more than 
fifteen years in state prison, this being the longest 
sentence imposed on any respondent during the year. 

The act passed at the January session of the legis- 
lature, 1911, requiring justices of police courts to file 
with the solicitors copies of cases within ten days after 
being heard by them, has materially assisted this office 
and has proved to be wise legislation. 

In retiring from the office of Solicitor, I desire to ex- 
press to all with whom I have come in contact in the 
discharge of my duties, my appreciation for the assis- 
tance and may courtesies rendered by them to me, and 
I desire at this time to express to the voters of the 
county my thanks for the confidence they have had in 
me so long, in electing me four times to this office.
